I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  work  done  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  twelve  months  ending  December  31st,  1932. 

TUBERCULOUS  CASES. 

137  Tuberculous  cases  were  discharged  during  the  year,  but  of 
this  number  5  were  considered  not  to  be  tuberculous  after  a  period 
of  observation. 

Of  the  remaining  132  cases  : — 

111  were  discharged  “  Disease  quiescent.”

4  cases  were  removed  by  the  parents  before  the  completion 
of  treatment. 

It  will  thus  been  seen  that  of  all  the  cases  84%  were  treated 
to  a  successful  issue. 
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These  figures  given  above  are  further  amplified  in  Tables  I  to 
VII  on  the  attached  Leaflet,  and  in  Table  VIII  the  figures  for  the 
year  are  compared  with  the  total  number  of  cases  discharged 
since  1920.

INFECTIOUS  FEVERS. 

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  of  Diphtheria,  and  17  of  Chicken 
Pox  occurred  amongst  the  hospital  cases  during  the  year,  but  in  no 
case  did  the  inter-current  infection  mitigate  against  the  progress 
towards  recovery. 

The  incidence  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp  in  32  cases  was  an 
unpleasant  and  irritating  complication.  The  cases  were  treated  by 
Thallium  Acetate  (given  orally)  with  the  result  that  in  six  months 
all  but  3  cases  were  cured  ;  58.6%  after  one  dose,  31%  after  a  second 
dose  and  10.4%  after  three  doses.  Cases  of  all  ages  were  treated 
and  no  complications  or  harmful  effects  were  observed. 

The  progress  to  cure  and  the  final  cure  was  checked  throughout 
by  fluorescence  with  the  Kromayer  lamp  and  Woods’  glass,  and  this 
method  is  found  to  be  so  sensitive  that  it  is  used  in  preventative 
diagnosis  in  all  cases  on  admission  to  hospital  and  has  prevented  any 
further  contact  transmission  of  ringworm. 

ARTIFICIAL  LIGHT. 

General  and  Local  Heliotherapy  is  still  used  together  with 
Vitamines  A,  B  and  D  to  build  up  lowered  resistance  to  infection  and 
to  combat  loss  of  weight  and  restriction  of  growth.  172  cases  have 
received  treatment  throughout  the  year  : —

and  it  is  felt  that  the  objects  attempted  are  achieved,  and  that 
benefit  results  in  all  cases  from  general  irradiation  ;  from  local 
irradiation  results  are  claimed  in  cases  of  Lupus,  Tuberculous 
adenitis  and  Tuberculous  subcutaneous  lesions. 


RESEARCH. 

In  addition  to  the  research  on  the  treatment  of  Ringworm  by 
Thallium  Acetate,  work  has  been  undertaken  for  the  Ridgway 
Research  Scholarship  by  Dr.  T.  P.  Twomey,  on  the  Urinary  tract  in 
relation  to  the  presence  of  Tubercle  bacilli  in  the  urine  and  the 
presence  of  calculi  in  the  kidney.  It  has  been  claimed  that  the 
treatment  of  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  by  prolonged 
recumbency  and  immobilization  associated  with  irradiation,  either 
natural  or  artificial,  leads  to  the  formation  of  urinary  calculi. 


Fifty  cases  were  examined  by  means  of  Radiographs  and  also 
by  an  estimation  of  the  blood  content  in  calcium  and  phosphorous. 
Calculi  were  found  in  two  cases  only  and  the  conclusions  drawn 
were  that  there  is  no  evidence  to  support  the  belief  in  the  existence 
of  a  hypercalcamia  which  leads  or  would  lead  to  the  formation  of 
stones  in  the  Urinary  tract. 

The  examination  of  the  urine  for  Tubercle  bacilli  yielded  positive 
results  in  3  out  of  100  cases  (Harris  from  Rochester  had  previously 
reported  13.8%  of  positive  cases,  with  one-half  of  these  cases  positive 
intermittently).  It  is  felt  that  routine  examinations  over  prolonged 
periods  by  guinea  pig  inoculation  might  show  a  greater  percentage 
of  positive  cases. 


AFTER-CARE  : 

IN  TUBERCULOUS  CASES. 

As  the  After-Care  of  the  cases  after  discharge  from  the  hospital 
(Liverpool  only)  is  now  carried  out  entirely  by  the  Staff  of  the 
Liverpool  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  it  is  not  possible  to  give  any 
figures  showing  the  durability  of  the  ‘ ‘cures’  ’  claimed  on  discharge. 
The  figures  published  from  1920-1926  showed  that  in  the  cases 
discharged  during  these  years  and  followed  up  continuously  for  three 
years,  the  claim  of  cure  on  discharge  was  upheld  in  from  74-86% 
of  the  cases.

The  After-Care  in  connection  with  the  cases  referred  by  the 
Local  Authorities  of  Birkenhead,  Wallasey  and  Cheshire  is  carried 
out  at  the  Orthopaedic  clinics  associated  with  the  hospital. 


NON-TUBERCULOUS  CASES. 

The  hospital  still  plays  its  part  as  the  Central  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  for  the  Orthopaedic  Clinics  (inaugurated  by  the  various 
Local  Authorities  in  its  immediate  neighbourhood),  in  that  it  is 
responsible  for  providing  the  Surgeon  and  Orthopaedic  Nurse  for  the 
admission  and  treatment  of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  care,  the 
provision  of  splints  appliances  and  surgical  boots  and  also  for  the 
clerical  work  and  record  keeping  inseparable  from  the  working  of 
such  clinics. 


These  clinics  are  held  at  Birkenhead  (twice  monthly),  Wallasey, 
Ellesmere  Port,  New  Ferry,  Runcorn  and  Stockton  Heath  (monthly), 
and  also  Hoylake  and  Moreton  (bi-monthly).  To  these  clinics 
96  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  Surgeon  and  279  by  the  Orthopaedic 
Nurse  during  the  past  year,  during  which  time  510  new  cases  were 
examined  and  2,041  re-examinations  were  made  (an  average  of  27  cases 
per  session,  varying  from  4-69  cases  according  to  the  needs  of  t  ie 
clinic) .

The  total  number  of  days  spent  in  hospital  by  these  cases  was 
9,393  or  23  beds  fully  occupied  throughout  the  year. 


In  addition,  55  cases  were  referred  for  X-ray  examination. 

Since  most  of  the  cases  referred  to  these  clinics  are  discovered 
in  the  early  stages  by  the  Midwives,  Child  Welfare  Nurses  and 
Visitors,  Health  Visitors  and  Voluntary  Workers,  and  the  School 
Medical  Services,  correction  of  deformity  by  manipulation,  fixation 
or  operation  can,  in  most  cases,  be  readily  obtained  and  is  followed 
by  Massage  and  Muscle  Re-education  (each  clinic  having  a  fully 
qualified  Masseuse  [part  or  whole  time]  on  its  staff). 


During  the  year  1932,  11,824  “  Massage  ”  treatments  have  been 
given  to  337  cases.  160  new  cases  were  referred  for  treatment  and 
101  discharged  after  responding  to  such  treatment.  Classified  in 
tabular  form  below  are  shown  these  cases  referred  for  Massage  and 
Re-education  under  age-group  and  disease-group  headings  ;  as  also 
is  (by  means  of  an  attendance  percentage)  the  relative  amount  of  work 
devoted  to  children  of  school  and  pre-school  age.

Beds  have  been  allocated  this  year  for  the  treatment  of  heart 
cases,  associated  or  not  with  Rheumatism  or  Chorea,  and  the  Local 
Authorities  have  been  invited  to  send  in  cases  for  treatment. 

The  advantages  offered  are  found  in  the  facilities  given  for 
prolonged  rest,  fresh  air,  graduated  and  controlled  exercises  under 
a  trained  Masseuse  and  Gymnast  and  the  advantages  of  the  healthy 
mental  stimulus  of  school  routine.

The  twelve  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  one  per  month  during 
the  year  to  the  general  wards  in  order  that,  as  outlined  in  last  year’s 
report,  the  children  who  had  already  been  treated  should  be 
re-examined  after  treatment  at  regular  intervals.  The  intervals 
vary  with  the  condition  of  the  mouth,  i.e.,  naturally  sound,  artificially 
sound,  etc.,  from  two  to  six  months.  Observation  ward  was  visited 
regularly  as  the  new  cases  came  in,  and  the  169  cases  examined  refers 
to  the  newly-admitted  cases.  The  number  of  children  re-examined 
per  month  last  year  averaged  15  per  month.
